May it please your Excellency, 

1. We, the Commissioners for administering the 
Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, submit to your 
Excellency this our Tenth Annual Report, under the Acts in 
force for the relief of the destitute poor. 

2. The following Tables exhibit the usual series of weekly 

summaries, showing the character and extent of the in-door 
and out-door relief in Ireland since the date of our last 
Report, from the week ended 26th April, 1856, to the week 
ended 18tli April, 1857, both inclusive. _ . 

3. The Holiest number of workhouse inmates in the senes, 
viz., 67,276, occurs on the 26th April, 1856 ; and the lowest 
number, viz., 45,662, on the 13th September, 1856. Com- 
paring the present series of weeks with the series of last year, 
there is a decrease of 17,189 in the maximum number, or 20 
per cent.; and a decrease of 10,856 in the minimum number, 
or 19 per cent. The present number of inmates is o5,212. 

4. The weekly summaries of out-door relief show ver\ 
little fluctuation during the fifty-two weeks in question; the 
average number' of recipients being less than 1,000 ; and the 
average weekly cost less than £43 per week. 
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4 Sanitary State of Workhouses. 

5. The two summaries exhibit on the whole a further mate- 
rial decrease of pauperism and expenditure during the fifty-two 
weeks which have elapsed since the date of our last Report. 

0. Du rin if the last four weeks of the series, there is an 
increase in the rate of mortality in the workhouses, which 
during those weeks has exceeded the rate which prevailed at 
the same time last year, by nearly one per thousand inmates 
per week. There is also a "slight increase in the average mor- 
tality during the whole period of fifty-two weeks ; the average 
rate" being as 3-1 to 3-0 in comparison with the average rate 
of the preceding year. We believe that these facts do not 
evidence any material alteration in the previously good sani- 
tary state of the workhouses, and the population generally; 
but that it is due rather to the increased proportion of inmates 
admitted in sickness in comparison with the number of other 
applicants for relief. 

7. The following classification of the causes of death in 
workhouses is in continuation of similar returns in preceding 
Reports : —

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Increased Proportion of Sick Inmates. 

8. In the tenth paragraph of our last Annual Report, we 
remarked that the increase in the proportion of inmates in 
hospital had made considerable progress, having advanced 
from 15 per cent., which was the proportion on the 3rd 
January, 1852, to 29 per cent, on the 5th April, 1856. Since 
that date the proportion has further increased to 33 per cent., 
or about one-third of the whole number, as will be seen from 
the following statements taken at four equal intervals during 
the past. year.

9. The large increase in the proportion of sick inmates 
since 1852 has been simultaneous with a decrease of mortality 
during the period referred to ; and we have in former Reports 
explained, that it is attributable in the first place to the great 
decrease caused in the total number by the discharge of 
healthy inmates, and secondly, to a growing disposition on 
the part of Boards of Guardians, which we have regarded 
with satisfaction, to extend the usefulness of the workhouses 
as hospitals for the districts comprised in the several Unions 
respectively. AVe have lately obtained a return showing; liow 
far the proportion of persons admitted in sickness during a 
whole year corresponds with the proportion of inmates in 
hospital at certain fixed times of tlie same year. This re- 
turn, the details of which are given separately for each Union^ 
in Ireland, in the Appendix,- 1 shows that the total numbei ol 
new admissions during tlie year was 153,711/; of whom 
13,491 were admitted suffering under fever or other ^dange- 
rous contagious disease ; 32,917 suffering under other diseases ; 
and 2,255 "suffering from accidental injury ; making a total ot 
48,663 admitted in sickness, or 32 per cent. Ihe total^num- 
ber of deaths in hospital during tlie same year wasl0,/27. 

10. The facts stated in the preceding paragraphs have an 
important bearing on tlie question of the expediency of en- 
larging the area of Unions, to which question reference will 
be made in another part of this Report. 

11. It lias appeared in former Reports that since the year

1852, the maximum number of inmates (which in former 
seasons had occurred in the summer months) has taken place 
in February, and that a continuous decline always commenced 
at that time, and went on to September or October of the 
same year. The maximum on the present occasion, taking 
the year as commencing from the 27th September, appears so 
far, to occur again in February, viz.: on the seventh of that 
month ; but the decline from that date has not been, as usual, 
a continuous one, two fluctuations having occurred already, 
the latter of which was on the 18 th of April, when an increase 
took place of 338 inmates. We believe this to be caused 
by the long continuance of rainy weather, and eonsecpient 
temporary decrease of employment ; and not to indicate anv 
serious interruption of the general progress in prosperity 
evidenced by the large decrease in pauperism adverted to in 
paragraph 3. We dwell, however, on the fact, as an illustra- 
tion of the usefulness of the Poor Law, and of its direct appli- 
cability to the relief of distress caused by any exigency of 
season or otherwise. 

12. Having dealt with the statistical accounts of the weekly 
number of paupers, as shown in our weekly summaries, down 
to the date of this Report, we proceed to* the details of the 
collection and expenditure of poor-rates, and the number of 
paupers relieved, as shown by the audited Union accounts 
for the year ended 29th September, 1856. 

13. The following is a statement, in the usual form, show- 
ing the collection of poor rates, and the expenditure thereof, 
under the Poor Law Acts, in comparison with the same for 
the preceding year: —

14. Minute details of the last year’s expenditure, under 
the Poor Law Acts, in each of the 163 Unions, will be found

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in the Appendix.* The aggregate collection exceeds the ex- 
penditure under the Poor Law Acts by £146,814. Of this 
excess, the sum of £90,154 is due to the expenditure under 
the Medical Charities Act, an account of which is given in 
the Report recently made by us to your Excellency of our 
proceedings under the provisions of that Act. Deducting, in 
addition to that sum, £4,440, as the amount paid over to the 
Paymaster of Civil Services, under the Annuities Act, there is 
still a surplus of collection over expenditure amounting to 
£52,220. We desire to draw attention to this fact, and like- 
wise to the fact, that only £1,251 remains now clue under 
the Annuities Act (a sum comprising the last remnant of the 
famine debts not remitted), as shoving that the Boards of 
Guardians in Ireland continue to discharge their fiscal duties 
with much exactness and efficiency. 

15. We spoke, with satisfaction, in our last Report, of the 
reduction of the relief expenditure in the year ended 29th 
September, 1855, amounting as it did to £74,893, or 10 per 
cent, of the expenditure of the previous year. The present 
further reduction of £108,869 is no less than 16 per cent., 
and far exceeds any expectation we had formed at the date of 
onr last Report. This reduction is due almost entirely to de- 
crease in pauperism, and consequent decrease of the cost of in- 
maintenance, as well as of the incidental charges of manage- 
ment, and in a very small degree only to any change in the 
prices of provisions, the average weekly cost of maintenance 
in the last year being 2s. Id- per head, while in the previous 
year it was 2s. 2d. 

16. The total number of persons relieved in and out of the 
workhouse during the year ended 29th September, 1856, was 
217,136, which, compared with 305,226, the number relieved 
iu the preceding year, shows a reduction of 88,090, or 29 
percent. The maximum number during the year was 78,891, 
on the 16th February, 1856 ; and the minimum number, 
46,510, on the 13th September. From that date the number 
increased as usual to the 7th February, 1857, when the num- 
ber was 60,379, or 18,512 fewer than at the maximum period 
of the preceding year. We may therefore anticipate a further 
large per-centage of reduction in the current year, notwith- 
standing the continued high price of provisions. 

17. We are informed by a return from the Clerks of Unions, 
obtained in anticipation of the audited accounts, that the total 
expenditure under the Poor Law Acts, for the half-year ended 
25thMarch, 1857, amounts to about £255,000. Weestimate 
from this, that the total expenditure of the current year will

bo about £490,000, or 10:/. in tlie pound on the present 
valuation of Ireland, and Is. 6c/. per head on the population 
of 1851. Should no adverse change occur, we may calculate 
on a further very considerable reduction whenever the prices 
of provisions, which still keep the cost of maintenance nearly 
twice as high as in 1851, shall descend to a lower point, if 
they should at any time do so. 

18. Under the favourable state of circumstances above de- 
scribed, the voice of complaint has nevertheless reached vour 
Excellency from a body of gentlemen assembled in Dublin 
as the representatives of Irish Poor Law Unions. In a memo- 
rial addressed to your Excellency, of the date 30th January, 
1857, it is stated, that the “memorialists having met in Dub- 
lin to consider the existing evils in the administration of the 
Poor Laws in this country, and having conferred together, 
call attention to the following circumstances: — 

"That there is at present a superabundant and very mmecessarv 
amount of in-door accommodation, exceeding by about four times what 
is required, and this at a period when not only pauperism, but also the 
population, is on the decrease, there being only 53,000 inmates of work- 
houses in the 103 Unions in Ireland, or one-fifth of the number in 1851, 
the number then being 250.000.” 

This language appears to he connected with an impression, 
that establishment charges are in proportion to the extent of 
the existing accommodation in the workhouses; and that 
vacant accommodation is, therefore, in itself an evil requiring 
remedy, by way of abatement. 

19. It is a fact, however, that since the year 1851, to which 
the memorialists refer, the establishment charges of Unions in 
Ireland have been reduced bv the large sum of £140,907. 
It cannot, therefore, be said that retrenchment in this material 
branch of expenditure lias been neglected, while pauperism 
was declining. On the contrary, considering the rapidity of 
the decrease of pauperism, it will appear that great exertions 
must have been made to keep pace with that decrease, when 
we find, on a comparison of the establishment charges with the 
total expenditure, that the proportion of the former in the 
year 1845 -46 was 26£ per cent., and in 1855-56 not more 
than 30 per cent. ; having in fact returned to nearly the same 
proportions as those which existed before the famine. If it be 
said that the change of prices disturbs this comparison, on the 
other hand it must be remembered that thirty new Unions 
have been made and a new description of paid office, that of 
Relieving Officer, introduced since the year 1846. 

20. We do not now dwell on other statements in the 
memorial, having already reported our observations upon 
them in a letter to the Under Secretary, dated the 17th 
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February last;* but, as misapprehension has existed more or 
less at all times regarding the nature of the workhouse estab- 
lishment charges in Ireland, it may be well to repeat on tins 
occasion what we stated on this subject in our Fifth Annual 
Report, to the effect— 

■■ That the proportion expended in direct relief will always be less under 
a system of in-door than under one of out-door relief; as the chief expense 
attendant on the administration of the latter consists of the salaries of 
Relievin'* Of ficers, whereas relief in a well-managed workhouse involves the 
cost of salaries and rations of the various officers necessary to afford the 
inmates the advantages of spiritual comfort, medical attendance, education, 
and employment, and to maintain general order and discipline in the 
establishment. To this must be added the cost of the continual repairs 
requisite to keep the buildings and premises in a proper state, and the cost 
of keeping up the supply of perishable articles, such as furniture, utensils, 
and the implements and materials for the employment of the inmates.” 

21. We submit, therefore, that so long as the workhouse 
svstem prevails as the principal mode of relief iu Ireland, the 
establishment charges must necessarily form a large proportion 
of the expenditure in relief of the destitute poor ; and we think 
that the steps which have been lately proposed, with the view 
of reducing those charges, were suggested partly by an 
exaggerated impression of their actual proportionate extent, 
and partly by a wrong estimate of the degree in which it is 
practicable to reduce them without impairing the efficiency of 
the Poor Law. 

22. It was not without satisfaction, therefore, that we 
observed on our weekly copies of the minutes of the Boards 
of Guardians that the answer to the Circular suggesting 
amalgamation of U nions was generally an unfavourable one ; 
and that the exceptions to this were chiefly in the cases of 
Unions where a desire existed on the part of the Guardians 
to extend the area of their own Union, and by that means to 
increase its net annual value by the absorption of portions of 
neighbouring Unions, the Guardians of the latter evincing at 
the same time a very great objection to have their Unions 
broken up, for the purpose of such absorption. 

23. We select a few examples of resolutions of Boards of 
Guardians, in which we felt, and at once expressed, a warm 
concurrence, because they set forth the true ground, as we 
believe, of the objectiou existing to the amalgamation of 
Unions, namely, that every such operation would impair the 
usefulness of the Poor Law in some part of the district to he 
affected by it. 

24. The following was the resolution adopted by the 
Ballinasloe Board on this subject: — 

“ The Board having taken into consideration the Circular with reference

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to the amalgamation of Poor Law District?, unanimously express their 
readiness, if the adjacent Unions of Portumna and Moun'tbellew desire a 
return to the formation of the districts first made, to receive into con- 
nexion with tliis Union such of their electoral divisions as would fall within 
the boundary of the original Union of Ballinasloe ; but being of opinion 
that the interests of the poor of the adjacent Unions may be in some 
degree involved in the question, they do not deem it right, upon pectmiarv 
consideration alone, to press for such a measure.” 

25. The Guardians of Granard Union adopted the following 
answer : — 

‘•Resolved, that we do not desire amalgamation with am- other Union, 
because we believe that the removal of the paupers from this Union to 
any other workhouse would inflict great hardship upon the poor. We 
are also of opinion that Guardians from this Union would not, or could 
not, attend the meetings of Poor Law Guardians in either Longford or 
Cavan, the nearest workhouses to us: they could not attend" to the 
interest ofthe ratepayers, or supervise the disbursement of then own 
moneys. \\ e have no objection whatever that the inmates of neighbouring 
houses may be removed to this house. 

26. The Uavan Board expressed themselves as follows at 
a full meeting convened to consider the subject of amalga- 
mation : — 

‘‘At a numerous meeting of the Board of Guardians of the Navan 
Union, specially summoned to consider the subject of the amalgamation of 
Unions, it was moved by John Mullen, Esq., and seconded by James 
Kelsh, Esq., and ‘ Resolved — That it is the opinion of this Board' that an 
amalgamation of Unions would tend to inflict inconceivable hardships oil 
the poor, and not by any means calculated to relieve the ratepayers from 
the burden of the rates. We beg to say, that so far from wishing for any 
change, we will oppose, by every constitutional means, any attempt which 
may be made to accomplish such an object.’ — Passed unanimously.” 

27. The above are examples of the view of the general 
question taken by Boards of Guardians, who, having spare 
accommodation in their own workhouses, might themselves 
benefit by the acquisition of new territory, while the poor of 
their own district would not suffer from the measure. 

28. In the case of the thirty -two Unions newly formed in 
1850, to which the project of amalgamation appeared chiefly 
applicable, all the Boards, with the few exceptions which will 
be hereafter mentioned, either remained silent, or expressed 
their objection to the proposal. 

29. The following are samples of the views taken by the 
Guardians of this class of Unions. 

o0. The Mountbellew Board of Guardians replied as fol- 
lows : — 

j The Board do not wish for any alteration in the present position of 
tins Union, although they are fully sensible of the burden of the establish- 
ment charges ; they are of opinion that any extra charge in this respect is 
amply compensated by the more efficient administration of affairs in a 
small Union than in one of a larger area. They also feel that the area- of 
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a Union cannot be considerably enlarged without much injustice to the 
poor applicants for relief, whose interests, as well as those of the rate- 
payers. it is equally the duty of the Board to protect.” 

31. The Kill ala Board adopted the following resolution: — 

*• Having carefully entered into calculations to enable us to arrive at a 
just and proper conclusion as regards the question of an amalgamation of 
this Union with that of Ballina, and having considered the matter in all 
its bearings, both in a financial point of view, and as regards the interests 
of the poor, ‘Resolved — That we are unanimously of opinion that such 
amalgamation would prove injurious to this Union, and we therefore 
declare that we do not desire it.’ — Passed unanimously.” 

32. The Guardians of Skull Union resolved as follows: — 

-Resolved, hi reply to the foregoing letter, that the clerk be directed 
to state that it is not the wish of the Guardians of the Skull Union that 
it should be amalgamated with any other Union, as they consider that 
by so doing it would not be a saving to the ratepayers ; and the great 
distance of part of this Union (upwards of forty miles) from the work- 
house in the nest Union, would almost preclude the possibility of affording 
effectual relief to the destitute poor without incurring a large sum for 
car hire in the transmission of paupers, which would, in our opinion, more 
than counterbalance any saving that could possibly he made. The Guar- 
dians also take into consideration that the proportion they would have to 
contribute towards the establishment expenses of the Skibbereen Union 
would be nearly as much as the whole establishment- expenses of the 
Skull Union, as at present constituted ; besides that, they would scarcely 
have any control over the management, winch would nccessaiily (in eon- 
sequence of the great distance to Skibbereen) be vested in parties living 
on the spot, and who have no interest in the Skull Union. That also 
taking into aecomit the expenses incurred by the Medical Charities Act, 
which, in any case, we should pay, together with the expenses which 
should be incurred for the maintenance of a local hospital, we find that 
the difference from that to our present taxation would not he sufficient to 
pay our proportion of the Skibbereen expenses, and the maintenance of 

our paupers there, independent of the cost of removing them Adopted 

unanimously.” 

33. Entertaining general views opposed to the amalgama- 
tion of Unions, we have, nevertheless, felt it to he our duty 
to enter fully into the particulars of every proposal of the 
kind which has been brought under our consideration, and to 
deal with each case separately on its own merits. 

34. In the Appendix to our Eighth Annual Report we gave 
the correspondence relating to the case of Portumna Union, 
vhich it was at that time proposed to break up, and to 
transfer its townlands to adjoining Unions. We declined to 
do this for the reasons stated in that correspondence. The 
Guardians of that Union have, since that date, reduced the 
expenditure more than 40 per cent., and have not, on the 
present occasion, repeated their desire for a dissolution of the 
Union. 

35. The same proposal was made nearly about the same time 
m reference to the Ballyvaghan and Glennamaddy Unions ; 
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but on the present occasion those Unions have not reverted 
to the proposal; and the Ballyvaglian Board has, on the 
contrary, expressed a decided objection to be amalgamated. 
A change of view appears likewise to have taken place on the 
part of the Guardians of Castletowndelvin Union, who, in 
1855, proposed the dissolution of that Union, but have not, 
at this time, responded to the same suggestion. 

36. In the month of November, 1856, the Guardians of 
Youghal Union requested the dissolution of that Union. The 
reply given by the Commissioners shows tile merits of the 
question in detail, and will he found in the Appendix to this 
Report* The Guardians have not, renewed the proposal on 
the present occasion, nor made any reply to the letter above 
referred to. 

37. Since the recent agitation of this question, the special 
consideration of the Commissioners has been given to similar 
proposals on the part of the Boards of Millstreet, Castletown, 
Borrisokane, and Kilkeel Unions. The correspondence with 
those Unions is in the Appendix, f and shows the merits of 
each case in detail, and the result, to the present date. 

38. The investigation of these recent cases confirms us in 
our previously expressed views on the subject of amalgama- 
tion ; and in the course of it we have observed that nowhere 
does the pressure of establishment charges afford such reason- 
able ground of complaint as in those cases in which a district 
contributing to the Union charges is situate at so great a 
distance from the workhouse that its poor can derive little 
benefit from the Poor Law on account of the great distance. 
The extension of the Union area must, in every case, tend to 
aggravate this just cause of dissatisfaction, and to give rise to 
a class of complaints similar to those sometimes heard regard- 
ing institutions under the Grand Jury Act, in regard to which 
whole counties are taxed for benefits enjoyed by that limited 
part of the population which is situate witliin reach of the 
infirmary or fever hospital, as the case may be. 

39. In a few cases it has been proposed to shut up the 
workhouse of a Union, and to revert to the measures adopted 
under the authority of a special and temporary enactment, 
while the workhouses of the new Unions were in course of 
erection — that is to say, the maintenance of the paupers ot 
one Union in the workhouse of another Union. This project, 
besides being open to the same class of objections as that of 
amalgamating Unions, is contrary to the law in its present state. 

40. The correspondence with the Donaghmore and Old- 
castle Unions, which is given in the Appendix, f will serve

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sufficiently to illustrate the particular grounds of objection to 
this arrangement, and to explain the unwillingness of the 
Commissioners to recommend an alteration of the law for the 
purpose of facilitating its adoption. 

41. We have acquired, since the date of our last Report, 
further experience of the working of districts of Unions com- 
bined together for the purpose of educating and training 
children under, the age of fifteen. The objects sought in 
forming these districts were economy of funds and improve- 
ment in the character of the school arrangements. These 
advantages have been realized, to some extent, in the cases 
in which the experiment has been tried, but, we regret to 
acid, not without some detriment to the due administration 
of relief. We considered that, in issuing tlie orders forming 
school districts, it is not in our power, under the general 
words of the section authorizing the formation of such dis- 
tricts, to limit the discretion of the Guardians as to the class 
of children to he sent from the workhouse of the contributing 
Union to the workhouse of the receiving Union ; and, conse- 
quently, not only orphans and deserted children have heen 
sent, but likewise children, of sufficient age to he educated, 
whose parents were with them in the workhouse — the 
Guardians of the contributing Unions being desirous to adopt 
this means of saving the expense of teachers altogether. 

42. The consequence has been, that many poor women 
with fa mili es have left the workhouse or refused to enter it, 
although in great need of relief, because they found their 
children, or some of them, would be sent to a workhouse 
many miles distant, and preferred begging through the 
country to relief on these terms. In the Appendix will he 
found Reports from our Inspectors, Mr. Bourke, Mr. R. 
Hamilton, and Mr. Robinson, describing the operation of the 
school districts in this and in other respects.* It appeared to 
us, on receiving these Reports, that the only remedy of the 
evil pointed out was to recommend the Guardians to send to 
the district school only orphans and deserted children, and 
the children of parents who did not object to the separation, 
and to provide for the excepted cases by the employment of 
a teacher, if the services of the master or matron were not 
available for the purpose. This, however, is often the case 
where the number of inmates is very small indeed ; and we 
have found the Guardians by no means reluctant to adopt the 
suggestion. 

43. The amount expended by the Guardians in assisting

emigration to the colonies during the year ended 29th SW 
tember, 1856, was £2,719 4.s. 4d. r 

The sums received from other sources contributinc t, 
emigration of persons in the workhouse, were £1,585, from 
friends in America, for 495 emigrants ; and from friends in 
Australia, £75, for twenty-three emigrants. There was also 
received £54 to enable persons in "the workhouse to join 
friends in England and Scotland, and other places. The 
reduction of pauperism, therefore, by emigration, still con- 
tinues to some extent, though in a far less degree than that 
indicated in previous Reports.

The attention of the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland has lately been called to the subject of the 
right of Immediate Lessors, rated uuder the provisions of the 1st and 4th 
sections of the 6th and 7 th Vic., c. 92, in respect of tenements not exceeding 
£4 net annual value, or (in certain Boroughs named in the Act) under £S 
net annual value, and also in respect of houses let in separate apartments 
or lodgings. 

Opinions given by Mr. Brewster and Mr. Napier on this question, were 
forwarded to the Commissioners, to the effect that Immediate Lessors, 
rated under the provisions above referred to, are not entitled to vote in 
respect of the property for which they are so rated, they being neither 
occupiers paying rate, nor landlords from whose rent a sum of money is 
deducted on account of Rate ; and that the votes. of such Lessors, or of 
any other persons who are not Rate-payers, according to the definition 
given by the Legislature itself (l & 2 Vic., c. 56, sec. 80), ought not to 
be allowed. 

These opinions are at variance with the view which had been previously 
taken by the Commissioners, and which view they adopted from an opinion 
given by Mr. Justice Moore, when at the Bar' in the year 1844, to the 
following effect 

“I tliink the Immediate Lessor who is, under the provisions of the 6th & 
i th Vic. made liable to the Rate in the cases therein mentioned, is entitled 
to vote, because, although he is not, in point of fact, the occupier, yet, 
under the Slst section and the provisions of the late Act, he is the person 
rated and liable to pay- the rate.” 

The Commissioners thus having totally opposite opinions, from such 
eminent authorities, before them, felt that it was necessary to obtain 
further advice on the subject, and they accordingly caused a case, com- 
prising the three opinions above referred to, to he laid before the present 
Attorney and Solicitor General for their joint opinion. 

The Commissioners have now received the joint opinion of the Attorney 
and Solicitor General, and they forward, for your information and guidance, 
copies of the Queries submitted, and of the opinions given thereon.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poe 
in Ireland have received a communication from the G eneral Superintends: 
of Income Tax. from which it appears that Copies of the Rate for the 
Relief of the Poor which may be in force on the 5th of April next, will 
shortly be required for the purposes of the Income Tax Acts, and the 
Commissioners desire therefore to call your attention to your duties under 
those Acts, as prescribed by the 12th and 19th sections of the 16th and 
17th Vic., c. 34, and the 5th section of the 17th Vic., e. 24, copies of which 
are annexed. 

You will observe that under the first mentioned Section, Clerks of 
Unions in Ireland are. required, under a penalty, to transmit annuallvtc 
the Commissioners of Inland Revenue, at then- Head Office in Dublin, true 
Copies of the last Rates made by the Guardians for the Relief of the Poor, 
but that by the last mentioned Section, it is provided, that such C'opie 
shall be transmitted at such tunes only as they shall be required bv tit 
Commissioners of Inland Revenue. 

The Commissioners understand that the Commissioners of Inland 
Revenue are very desirous that the name of the Owner or Immediate 
Lessor of the property rated should be. inserted in the Return, and tie 
Commissioners believe that you will generally be able to give this inter- 
mation from the Valuation Books; although, except in the case ofLessor; 
rated under the provisions of the 6th and 7 tli Vie., e. 92, it is not in the 
Rate Book. 

The Commissioners understand also that the Commissioners of Inland

To His Excellency George William Frederick. Earl of Carlisle, k.g., 
Lord Lieutenant General and General Governor of Ireland. 

Tim Memorial of the Deputies appointed by the Poor Law Boards of 

Guardians in Belaud, assembled at a Meeting held in Dublin, on the 

30tli January, 1857, 

Suewetu: 

'That memorialists having met in Dublin to consider the existing evils 
ill the administration of the Poor Laws in this country, and having 
conferred together, we beg leave to call your Excellency's attention to the 
following circumstances : 

That there is, at present, a superabundant and very unnecessary amount 
of iu-door accommodation, exceeding by about four times what is required, 
and this at a period when not only pauperism but also the population is 
on the decrease, there being only' 53,000 inmates of Workhouses in the 
103 Unions in Ireland, being one-lifth of the number in 1851, the number 
then beiug 250,000. And whereas in sixty-eight Unions there are ouly 
8.825 inmates, the establishment charges of these Unions alone amount to 
over £58.485 per annum, the greater portion of which sum might be saved 
to the country by amalgamation in some cases, and by the reduction of 
establishment staff in others. Under the foregoing circumstances, the

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law obviously requiring amendment, we beg leave to request your 
Excellency to apprize the Government of the necessity of applying some 
remedy, by legislative enactment, to the evils of which vve complain.

No. 2. — Letter, from the Commissioners to the Under Secretary 

of His 'Excellency the Lord Lieutenant,, in reference to ths 

FOREGOING MEMORIAL. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

Sir. 17th February, 1857. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for llelief of the Poor 
in Ireland have received the memorial presented to His Excellency tile 
Lord Lieutenant on the 2nd instant, in relation to the establishment 
charges of Poor Law Unions in Ireland, with an intimation that His 
Excellency wishes to receive the observations of the Commissioners 
thereon. 

The statement in the memorial, to the effect that the number of inmates 
of "Workhouses in Ireland has decreased from 250,000, in 1851, to 53,000. 
is substantially correct ; the exact number on the 2 1st June, 1851, having 
been 265, 170, and on the 27th December, 1S58, 53,430. The statement that 
there are sixty-eight Unions in Ireland in the Workhouses of which there 
are only S,625 inmates, whereas the establishment charges amount to 
over £58,485, is not, however, correct. The sum stated as the amount of 
establishment charges is taken from the accounts for the year ended 29th 
September, 1855, since which date there has been a very large diminution 
iu the amount of establishment charges, while the number of inmates is 
taken from a return for the week ended 27th December, 1856; and the 
Commissioners submit that in making a comparison between the number 
of inmates and the amount of establishment charges, the number of 
inmates during some period of the year for which the establishment 
charges are taken should be used, and that the number of inmates in 
December, 1856, cannot, fairly, be compared with the expenditure of a 
period which terminated fifteen months previously. The statement fc. 
moreover, seriously inaccurate iu another respect — namely, the sum of 
£58,485, which is stated to be tlie amount of establishment charges, 
includes not merely establishment charges, but all expenditure of what- 
ever description, except in-maintenance and out relief. The tme expen- 
diture, which is classed under the head “ Establishment,” for the year ended 
29th September, 1855, was £46,513 for tlie 68 Unions referred to, an! 
the maximum number of inmates of the Workhouses of those Unions 
during that year was 16,684. 

Taking the figures set forth in the memorial, the establishment expenses 
would appear to amount to the large sum of £6 1 5s. 7tf. per head on the 
number of inmates, whereas, in truth, they amounted to only £2 15s. SR 
per head, a sum which, the Commissioners have reason to believe, is con- 
siderably below the rate per head of the Workhouse establishment charges 
iu England. 

The sixty-eight Unions having the smallest number of inmates having 
been selected for comparison, the establishment charges are, of course, 
proportionately higher per head than they would appear if Workhouse 
having a larger number of inmates had been selected; the average 
amount of establishment charges per head, on all the inmates of all the 
Workhouses of Ireland, for the year ended 29th September, 1855, wa- 
cully £1 IS--. 1 cf . 

It may not be out of place liere to observe that the term “Establish- 
ment Charges” does not convey a very accurate idea of the description of 
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expenditure which is included under that head. The cost of medicine 
end the salaries of medical officers, though included under this head 
constitute, in fact, direct relief to the poor; and the same may be said of 
•die cost of providing spiritual assistance, and consolation to the Workhouse 
inmates; and instruction, both literary and industrial, to the yomm—the 
cost of the latter description of instruction, though charged under the 
head ••Establishment,” tends directly to reduce the charge for in-mainte- 
nance, the manufactured products of the, labour of the inmates, and the 
,, induce of the Workhouse farm, being available for use in the Workhouse. 

On this subject the Commissioners respectfully request the atlention of 
Hi- Excellency to the, following passage from them Annual Report for 1852 : 

'■ 13. It will be remarked, without doubt, that tile cost of direct relief in 
food, clothing, aud necessaries, amounts to less than two-thirds of the whole 
expenditure. On this point it must, he borne in minil, that the proportion 
expended in direct relief will always be less under a system of in-door, than 
under one of out-door relief; as the chief expense attendant on the adminis- 
tration of the latter consists of the salaries of Relieving Officers, whereas 
relict in a well-managed Workhouse entails the cost of the rations arid 
salaries of the various Officers necessary to afford the inmates the advantages 
of spiritual comfort, medical attendance, education, and employment, and 
to maintain general order and discipline in the establishment. To this must 
be added the cost of the continual repairs requisite to keep the buildings and 
premises in a proper state, and the cost of keeping up the supply of perish- 
able articles, such as furniture, utensils, and the implements and materials 
for employment of the inmates. The present cheapness of provisious, and of 
the bedding and clothing, and other necessaries, is another element of the 
apparent disproportion between the cost of direct personal relief and the 
expenses attendant on providing it in the Workhouse. And it is further to be 
observed, that the manufactured products of tiie labour of the inmates, in 
many Workhouses, considerably reduce the expenditure under the head of 
m-maintenance, which includes both bedding and clothing. Again, n variety 
of objects, not directly connected with relief, are provided for at the expense 
of the Poor-rates : as the valuation of rateable property, collection of rates, 
vaccination contracts, emigration, and other charges, of which a particular 
detail for each Union will be found in the Appendix. We have dwelt some- 
what at length on this subject, because erroneous views of policy are apt to 
he founded on the great proportion of what are usually termed establishment 
charges in a system of Workhouse relief; and the Guardians of Unions are 
sometimes led by such views to propose reductions of the salaries of Officers, 
and of other necessary incidental expenditure, to an extent, which would, 
if adopted, impair the efficiency of the Workhouse, both as a means of relief 
and as a check on the applications of persons not really destitute.” 

The Commissioners have thought it right to dwell at this length on the 
subject of ••Establishment Charges,” because it forms so prominent a 
teature in the memorial, and because there appears, to be considerable 
■Misapprehension on the subject : they admit, however, that if the expen- 
diture under this head can by any means he reduced without impairing 
the efficiency of the provision made by law lor relief of the destitute 
poor, it is their duty to adopt every means in their power to effect so 
desirable an end. 

The memorialists suggest that the greater portion of the establishment 
expenses of the sixty-eight Unions might he saved to the country by 
amalgamation in some cases, and by reduction of’ establishment staff 
m others. 

The Commissioners have not been unmindful of the possibility of 
reducing the establishment staff as the pressure of destitution declined, 
and they have invariably co-operated with Boards of Guardians with that 
new wherever they felt that reductions could properly be made ; and 
they have themselves frequently suggested reductions, and have interfered 
actively for the purpose of having such reductions carried out. 
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Tlu? following Table shows the recluctiou that has taken place in the 
amount of establishment charges throughout Ireland, and in the sixt ; - 
eight Unions, referred to in the memorial, since the year 1S49-50

The establishment charges do not, in fact, bear a much larger proper* 
tioii to the total expenditure now than they did in ] 845-6 — the year 
before the introduction of out-door relief — although a new class of paid 
Officers (Relieving Officers) was introduced in the year 1847.

In regard to the other course suggested by the memorialists, as a meat; 
of reducing the establishment- expenditure — namely, amalgamation— there 
are two modes which have been suggested, liy which such amalgamation 
could be effected : — 

1. By dissolving some of the existing Unions, and distributing thar 
component parts among the surrounding Unions. 

2. By merely closing the Workhouses of some Unions, leaving the 
Unions intact for rating and other purposes, and for the constitu- 
tion of Boards of Guardians, but giving power to the Boards of 
Guardians of Unions, whose Workhouses may be thus closed to 
send their paupers to the Workhouse of some neighbouring Union, 
much in the same way as was authorized, for it limited period, in 
the case of new Unions, by the 3rd section of the Act 12 and IS 
Vic., c. 104. 

As to the first of the above-mentioned courses, it is clear that no altera- 
tion of the law is necessary, the power to amalgamate Unions and to 
adjust, the affairs of tlio Unions affected by such amalgamation, brfui 
already vested by law in the Commissioners." (See 1 and 2 Vic., c. 56. av. 
!6 ; 10 Vic., c. 31 , sec. 17 ; and 12 and 13 Vic., c. 104, sec. 2). 

The exercise of this power must, it is submitted, be. governed bv the 
circumstances of the particular case in which it is proposed to exercise u. 

Several such proposals have been already under the consideration of tie 
S 'ummissioners, and they have given their best attention to each caseri'ut 
in not one of them have they* seen lit to exercise tins power. _ Thar 
nelsons for declining to do so have been fully stated on each occasion. 
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Tiie first proposal of this nature was matte on the 23rtl January, 1855, 

In a memorial, signed by Lords Clamicarde, DunJsanrile, and Glancarty, 
tn behalf ol‘ tho several Boards of Portumna, Loughrea, and Ballinasloe 
Unions ; and this proposal was to dissolve the Portumna Union, and re- 
distribute irs Electoral Divisions between the two Unions of Loughrea 
and Ballinasloe, from which they were taken in 1850. This the Commis- 
sioners declined to do, for the reasons stated in their letter to the Marquess 
d Clauricarde. dated 7th February, 1855. The papers were moved for 
and laid before Parliament ; and the correspondence was printed in the 
Commissioners’ Eighth Annual Report. A copy of the correspondence 
annexed to this letter. 55 

Ihc annual expenditure of Portumna Union has been reduced since the 
,1, ise of the year immediately preceding that correspondence, more than 
4i) per cent. 

On the 5th February, 1855, the Commissioners received from Mr. 
Picrse C'reagh, a Guardian of Ballyvaghan Union, in the county of Clare, 
a letter, stating that the Chairman, Mr. Skemt-t, hail proposed the disso- 
lution of that Union, and a transference of its Townlanus to Gort and 
Ennistmon Unions respectively. 

The Commissioners addressed a letter to Mr. P. Creagli in reply, a 
copy of which is annexed to this letter, f 
The proposal was afterwards duly entertained at the. Board of Guar- 
dians and rejected. The same Board have since expressed themselves 
strongly against the present movement, and were represented at the meet- 
ing. at which the memorial was adopted, by Mr. P. Creagh, who is now 
their Chairman. 

On the 20th February, 1855, the Guardians of Glennamaddy Union 
proposed that their Union should be dissolved, but the Commissioners 
declined to do this, on grounds similar to those set forth in the tetter to 
Lord Clanriearde, in the case of the Portumna Union. 

A reduction of the establishment charges in Glennamaddy has since 
been effected, and the proposal to dissolve has not been reverted to. 

The next proposal to dissolve came from the Guardians of Castletown- 
delvin Union, portions of which were taken from Oldcastle, Kells, and 
Mullingar respectively, and were proposed to be taken back to those 
Unions. The Commissioners found no occasion, however, to address the 
Guardians ol' Castletowndelvin on this proposition, inasmuch as it was, 
soon after its adoption, voluntarily abandoned by them, and has not since 
been reverted to. This, however, is the only practical proposal which 
could affect the Oldcastle Union, with which Union the present movement 
has originated ; and it is, therefore, a matter of much interest to see what 
would be the effect of breaking up the Castletowndelvin Union, on that 
I nion itself, and on the other Unions to be affected by it, in regal’d to 
the expected saving in establishment charges. 

Assuming that the establishment charges at Oldcastle, Kells, and Mul- 
lingar, on which Unions the pauperism of Castletowndelvin would be 
thrown, thereafter required no increase from that operation, those charges 
would he reduced, (taking the accounts for the year ended 29th September, 
1856, as the basis) — 

in Mullingar Union, from 2 id.., the present amount, to 2 d. in the pound. 

Kells do. from 2|t/., the present amount, to 2d. in the pound. 

Oldcastle do. from the present amount, to 3Jd. in the pound. 

And the portion of Castletowndelvin Union, re-transferred to Mullingar, 
would save \d. in the pound; that returned to Kells, would save {:). in 
the pound; and that returned to Oldcastle, would lose Id. in the pound. 

A proposal reached the Commissioners more recently, from the A oughnl 
Board of Guardians, to dissolve that Union, and return the Townlamls to 
tin- constituent Unions.

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This proposal tlie Commissioners thought peculiarly objectionable. u* 
it involved a transfer of the pauperism of the large seaport town nr-.l 
borough of Youglial to a Workhouse situate at tlie small town of .Midletor,. 
distant fourteen statute miles ; and the Commissioners, therefore, wrote 
to the Youglial Guardians a letter, of which a copy is annexed, declining 
to carry the proposal into ell'cet.* 

The Guardians, although invited by tlie Commissioners to do so, hay? 
passed no subsequent resolution, nor submitted any further remarks ou 
the subject for tlie Commissioners’ consideration. 

The only remaining proposal to dissolve and amalgamate Unions. h» 
very recently been made by the Enniskillen Board of Guardians. Tfe< 
proposition is simply to break up, and unite in one very large Union, in? 
three already large Unions of Enniskillen, Lisnaskea, and Lowtherstown, 
the area, population, and net annual value of which are as follow

The present total Annual Expenditure on the Belief of the Poo?, 
makes an average poundage — 

In Enniskillen, of dk/. in the pound. 

Lisnaskea, of 6{d. in the pound. 

Lowtherstown, of 4k/. in the pound. 

The single object put forward by the Enniskillen Board in proposing 
this enormous Union is to endeavour to reduce the annual expenditure 
(now 6M. in the pound), to the level of the poundage prevailing in Armagh 
Union, namely, 4rf. in the pound. 

This proposal has not yet been replied to, but as a preliminary, step the 
Commissioners have invited the observations of the Lisnaskea and Low* 
therstown Boards on the subject. 

It will thus be seen that on every proposal made to the Commissioners 
to dissolve and amalgamate Unions, the Commissioners have entered into 
a consideration of the expediency of such a change in reference to the 
local circumstances of the case, or have been prepared to do so if the 
proposal had been persevered in. 

This the Commissioners are quite ready to continue to do, and to 
decide each case on its own merits on their own responsibility, -winch, as 
above observed, the existing state of the law fully enables them to do. 

The proposition to close existing Workhouses, and give authority to 
the Guardians of the Unions to which such Workhouses belong, to send 
their paupers to the Workhouses of other Unions, has likewise been 
brought under the notice of the Commissioners, and has received their 
attentive consideration ; and it is to tills mode of dealing with the smaller 
Unions that the Commissioners presume the memorialists advert, inasmuch 
as they suggest the necessity of some legislative enactment. 

This proposition has been brought under the consideration of the 
Commissioners, by the Guardians of the respective Unions of Clare- 
moms, Urlingford, and Donaghmore, and in each of those cases the 
Commissioners have pointed out that the law, in its present state, dots 
mot authorize the adoption of such a measure, and have at the same time 
Stated the grounds on which they would deem it inexpedient to adopt it, 
erven if the provisions of the law enabled them to do so. A copy of the

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letter addressed to the Donaghmore Board ot‘ Guardians on this subject 
a annexed.* 

Tl:e maintenance of paupers of newly formed Unions in the Workhouses 
of other Unions was authorized by the Legislature, for a limited period 
only from the date of the formation of the new Unions, ill order to 
obviate the difficulty which must otherwise have arisen in the administra- 
don of relief in such Unions, until Workhouse accommodation could he 
provided in them ; the period to which this authority was limited — three 
years from the formation of the new Union concerned, has long since 
expired, and the experience which the Commissioners have had of the 
operation of the measure is by no means favourable to its being again 
resorted to, except under circumstances of absolute necessity. 

Under the provision of the law just adverted to (12 & 13 Tie., c. 104, 
sec. 31, the Commissioners issued what were termed “Reservation Orders,” 
ia pursuance of which a certain portion of the existing Workhouse accom- 
modation in one or more of the old Unions was appropriated for the use 
of the new Union, pending the provision of Workhouse accommodation 
within such new Union. 

Under these orders, disputes and irritation between the Boards of 
Guardians concerned in them were of common occurrence. 

Paupers ' chargeable to the new Union have sometimes obtained their 
discharge from the Workhouse to which they had been sent, without the 
Guardians of the new Union being made aware of the fact, and, hence, 
discrepancies between the accounts of the two Unions have arisen. _ In 
some instances paupers belonging to the new Union have absconded from 
the Workhouse of the old, and have not been discharged from the hooks 
of that Workhouse, and this has occasioned disputes as to the period for 
which the paupers’ maintenance ought to he charged. 

Periodical revisions of the paupers were sometimes made, in order to 
prevent, as far as possible, irregularities of this nature. Po effect such 
revisions the paupers were sometimes sent from the Workhouse of the 
Union in which tlie.r had been located, under the reservation order, to 
the Board-room of the Union to which they were chargeable; this 
coarse was productive of great irregularities as well as of hardship to the 
paupers, and one case occurred in which it resulted in loss of life to one 
of the school children. At other times Committees of the Boards of 
Guardians concerned have been appointed to attend at the W orkhouse 
to make the revision ; it has not unfrerpiently happened, however, that the 
Committee omitted to meet, or that the matter ended in an angry dis- 
cussion with the Committee of the other Board. 

Misunderstandings have sometimes arisen as to whether the Board 
sending the paupers could exercise any, and what, control over the 
Master and other Officers of the Workhouse to which such paupers have 
been sent. 

Disputes have also arisen as to which Union ought to bear the charge- 
ability of a pauper, wlio, having been originally seat from the new Union 
to the Workhouse, has taken his discharge, but shortly after been re- 
admitted, as a ease of sudden and urgent necessity, under circumstances 
which precluded liis applying to the Guardians or Relieving Officer of 
the Union to which he had been chargeable. , 

In settling the accounts tinder Reservation Orders, disputes frequently 
arose, not only as to the length of time that particular paupers had boon 
in the Workhouse, but also as to whether various items, under the head 
” Establishment,” ought or ought not to be included in the charge. _ 

Difficulties of this kind may no doubt he met, and partially, if not 
altogether, provided for by legislation or by regulations issued by the 
Commissioners ; hut the Commissioners have, nevertheless, thought it right 
to place before His Excellency the objections which have arisen in practice

Commissioners, objections of a much mart! serious nature than any of 
those above meutioneil. ami wliieh, it does not appear to the Commit! 
sinners, it woulil he possible to obviate by legislation. 

The substantial grievance put forward by the deputation appears to be 
that the Workhouse accommodation is largely in excess of the present 
number of inmates therein, and they bring forward as a proof that- sixty, 
olght Workhouses only ooatain 8.625 mmatos. which would .rive ar 
average of 127 to each. It is therefore assumed that some Wurkhousir 
containing less than one or two hundred inmates, should be closed. To 
consider this proposition, it is necessary to consider that the Workhouse 
is practically the only relief known to the poor in Ireland, the number of 
out-iloor paupers being one to seven thousand of the population; that these 
institutions 'nave assumed the character of vast hospitals, more than thirty 
per cent, of the number of inmates having applied for admission rather 
on the ground of sickness than indigence, and are entered on the returns 
as sick and under medical treatment. 

To almost all Workhouses a Fever Hospital is attached, where poor 
persons atieeted hv every species of infectious disease are admitted for 
relief; ami the past history of Ireland proms that it is especially exposed 
to the visitation of epidemic contagious diseases. Within an averare 
radius of from eight to fifteen miles any poor or destitute person in Ireland 
may, therefore, promptly obtain hospital relief, a form of relief specially 
repaired by the Irish from their ill-adapted cabins, and yvant of ordinary 
comforts and food. To close them would involve incalculable misery. ' 

^ At present the Irish Unions are more than twice as extensive tis the 
English; and it has been gravely proposed, in many cases, to double the 
area of the existing large Unions, or even to treble it, to make the appli- 
cant for relief travel, as he best can, twenty or thirty miles in a rnoun- 
tainous district, at a distance from friends and relatives. 

Again, in reference to the discharge of paupers, it cannot be regarded 
otherwise than as a great hardship, that a pauper taking liis (lischamv, 
after recovering from fever, or other severe sickness, should have ‘'to 
travel hack the long distance wliieh the Workhouse must, of necessity, be 
from his home, if he lie relieved in a Union to which he is not elunWoblc. 
And in the case of a healthy pauper, who mav have been compelled to 
sye-x a temporary asylum in the Workhouse, the inducement to take kk 
discharge m order to seek employment must be much less in a distant 
l moil m which ho is probably a stranger, than it would be in a Union in 
which lie lias n-sided, and where he is known, and possibly- mav have 
some friends or connexions. Neither would the Guardians or Ratepayers 
ot the L uion in yvliieh he was relieved have any interest in endeavourin'- 
to hnu employment for him, inasmuch as he is not eharn-eable to them 
Til-lion; and experience, under the Reservation Orders has shown that 
tile Guaulians ot the distant Union to which he is chargeable cannot hr 
expected to exercise that, constant supervision and watchfulness, in this 
respect, that they would do if the Workhouse were near them at tneir 
place of weekly meeting.

The nrincipal workhouse being situate about a quarter of a mile from

r ,i jTjvk being at about the same distance from the town, and closely 
kilning the main workhouse, the facilities for superintendence, and for 
UrsuppTy of provisions and other requisites, are as great as could be desired. 

What.’ however, appears to the Commissioners of paramount iniport- 
-, w . b the fact, that the dissolution of the Union, which would necessarily 
kvolve the closing of these two establishments, would he attended by 
-.rkn impediments to tbe due administration of relief to the destitute 
pm- of Toughal Union. 

In the first place it is proposed to transfer the electoral division of 
Youghal to the Midletou Union. Now the town of Youghal is distant 
fourteen statute miles in a direct line from jMidleton, and considering that 
this electoral division furnishes, as above stated, two-thirds of the pau- 
perism; considering also the nature of the casualties incidental to a large 
and populous seaport town, and the fact that a considerable proportion ot 
the paupers are admitted in sickness ; there is, in the opinion of the Com- 
misioners. an almost insuperable objection to placing so great a distance 
between so large a proportion of the destitution ot the Union and the 
asylum in which alone applicants etui receive relief, unless they be relieved 
out of the workhouse. The Commissioners believe that it is no part, ol 
the design of the Guardians of Youghal Union to introduce an extensive 
system of out-door relief, even for the classes competent to receive it under 
the Irish Poor Law Acts, and they therefore conclude that the benefits 
now obtained by the poorer classes of the population ot L oughal at the. 
charge of the poor-rates, would be very materially abridged, if instead of 
•applying for relief to a Board of Guardians sitting at Youghal, their 
applications were referred to a Board sitting at Midleton ; and if these 
poor persons were obliged to seek that relief which alone they are likely 
t" obtain, and which is often of a very temporary duration, in a workhouse 
situate at so great a distance fi-oni their usual place of residence. 

The same remark applies, though with somewhat less force, to those 
portions of the present Youghal Union which it is proposed to transfer to 
L'-ainre and Dungavvan Unions respectively. With regard to the former, 
it is observable that the extreme distances of Templemiehael Electoral 
Krision, are six and twelve miles from Lismore, and only two and eight 
miles from Youghal -, while the electoral divisions which would return to 
Bangavvan Union are, at one extremity, fourteen miles, and at the other 
-x miles distant from Dungarvan ; the whole being within a reasonable 
lintance of Yoimhnl, though separated from that place by the river 
Blackwater. * 

There are other considerations which, in the opinion of the Commis- 
sioners, appear to render undesirable the proposed dissolution of the. 
Youghal Union, but upon which the Commissioners will not enter at 
Present, as they desire in the first place to bring prominently under the

That the diminution of pauperism and the condition and prospects of the 
Eattiyand Castletown Unions, make it most desirable and expedient that a 
reduction in the establishment charges should be effected in proportion to 
tne reduction of pauperism, for which it is now and is likely to be hereafter 
necessary to provide. 

That the establishment charges in these Unions are, with every effort at a 
proper economy on the part of the Guardians, quite out of proportion to the 
expenditure for the maintenance of the paupers, and that a due reduction 
can only he made by their amalgamation. 

That such a step will, .in our opinion, bo attended with very great advan- 
tapesto the highly taxed ratepayers of these Unions withoutany injury to the 
paupers, and we shall now proceed brieiiy to state tile grounds for desiring 
am a change, and the mode in which we would suggest it should be carried 
out.

Tlie Commissioners will observe from these returns tlie rapid, at the a-; 
time steadv decrease from year to year in tlie numbers requiring ri, 
which affords the best grounds for believing any augnien tation of the nunt, 
in future not only highly improbable, but every reason to hope that irj 
improvement will go on steadily, though of course more slowly, astbedauf 
for labour, and the improved condition of the people, have for some fc 
past confined the applications for relief almost entirely to the aged andinfc 
and to orphan children— classes that must always be more or "less penmen 
inmates of poorhouses. Of the number now in these houses, a large prop, 
tion are under 15 years of age. 

That while such is the improved state of pauperism in these Unions, fc 
establisliment charges continue enormous, amounting in the past rar inkii 
Unions to £1,142 3s. 3d., on an expenditure of £2.882 12s. id. formiuafe 
mice and clothing, being on the average number of paupers relieved doc; 
tlie year in tlie houses, over £3 a-herul, and amounting, with the exp® 
connected with tlie working and Medical Charities to over Is. in the podl 
on the valuation, consequently tlie rates continue very high, and great & 
satisfaction exists at charges so much heavier than the objects for uti: 
tlie law was framed require. 

The pool-house in Bantry is calculated, under the order of the Comes- 
sioners, to contain 1,150 inmates, but could accommodate a much lap: 
number; it is, therefore, evident from tlie number stated, that it will ahem 
afford ample accommodation for both U nions, and tlie staff in it is quiteeqr-1 
to the additional numbers. 

We would therefore suggest that the pool-house in Castletown shall k 
closed, and the paupers he transferred to tlie pool-house in Bantry; tint; 
Board shall sit once a week in Castletown for tlie admission of paupers, tie 
tickets and provide moans of transit to tlie pool-house in Bantry for tie 
they admit, and that the hospital in Castletown shall ho kept open, under it; 
charge of a nurse and physician, for any cases of disease requiring immefe 
treatment on tire spot, which we apprehend will be found to be veryfe 
indeed, but we are anxious tiiat any such should lie provided. 

When it is remembered that for many years of very groat pressure, tb 
Castletown paupers were transferred to Bantry without any such proreit: 
as that we suggest, and without any instance of injury resulting from h 
we trust the Commissioners will not see any objection to the plan veto; 
proposed, and we pray they will take the steps necessary for the purpose.

Guardians of Castletown Union, 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 8th April, 18S7- 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Pi- 
in Ireland have liad under their consideration a Memorial adopted at t» 
meeting- of the Guardians of Castletown Union, on the 26th March lis. 
declaring it to be the wish of the Guardians to close the workhouse* 
that Union, reserving only the hospital under tlie charge of aphya® 
and a nurse for certain cases of sickness, and proposing to send the o»- 
paupers of the Union to the Bantry Workhouse. 

The Commissioners arc at the same time requested to take the necs.4; 
steps for giving effect to this proposal, 
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In reply I am to state that by the 9tli Section of the 10th Victoria, Castletown 
cap.. 31, it is enacted that “no relief given under the authority of the Onion. 

An shall lie given from the poor rates of any Union, to any person not 
ting within the Union when so relieved.” 

Eva subsequent Statute, 12 and 13 Vic., cap. 104, sec. 3, it was made 
hgal for the space of three years, and no longer, after the formation of a 
■i.w Union, to lodge the paupers of that Union in the workhouses of the 
adjoining Unions, but that period has, in the ease of Castletown Union, 
be dace expired. 

ft is not, therefore, in the power of the Commissioners to take any step 
tlftanTing into effect the prayer of the memorial in the present" state 
of tit' law. 

The Commissioners think it desirable, at the same time, to point out 
tu the Guardians some reasons which would disincline them, if the state of 
the law permitted it to be done, to take steps for closing the Castletown 
IVorHiouse, and transferring the general relief of the poor in that Union 
to the workhouse situate at Bantry. 

The statistics exhibited in the memorial itself show that at the present 
time the Castletown Workhouse is as useful (to say the least of it) in 
relieving the necessities of the destitute poor in the district round 
Castletown, as the Bantry 'Workhouse is in relieving those of the 
destitute poor in Bantry Union ; the actual numbers quoted for January, 
bi". lining 232 receiving relief in Castletown, and 215 in Bantry 
Workhouse. 

To pursue the comparison still further, (lie Commissioners find by 
vtcreuec- to the statistics for the. year ended 29th September, 1856, that 
the number of persons admitted into Bantry Workhouse was 647, and the 
i-muhtT admitted into Castletown, 631, of which latter number 129 were. 
aihintti.il suffering under lever, or other contagious disease; 131 under 
('tk'T diseases, and eleven suffering from accidental injury, making a 
total of 271 admitted in sickness. 1 hiring the same period, twenty-eight 
d"aths occurred in hospital at Castletown. Now the. distance between 
t® CiutletowiL mill Bantry Workhouses exceeds thirty miles, and a part 
rt Castletown Union extends ten miles beyond Castletown, so that some 
pan oi Castletown Union is forty miles, at least, distant from Bantry. 

. The usefulness of the Castletown Workhouse, as an hospital and 
mfiimary. to the poorer class of inhabitants of that Union, is by these 
betipkeed beyond doubt; and the Commissioners, while they acknowledge 
*“• tonatlerate feeling which lias led the. Guardians to make some 
evc'-ptiou in favour of that portion of the sick poor applying tor relief 
yao may require “immediate treatment on the spot,” view with much 
apprehension the further statement that “the Guardians believe those 
ernes will be found to be venjfoto in livd" for that statement implies that 
the great majority of the persons applying for relief in sickness would be 
■ JMvwl to Bantry, certainly not without expense to the ratepayers, and 
iHfc'nly not without much suffering and risk to the patients themselves.

In a memorial numerously and respectably signed, in October. ltk 
praying for the erection of a workhouse, at Castletown, the CommissioE- 
fmd the following statement “ It is a fact, that for the past two winti,- 
many of our sickly and worn-out paupers, after being sent to the Bait 
Workhouse, some a distance of forty miles, others thirty, and the near- 
twenty miles, were obliged to return, the workhouse then full, after unheri 
of privations, and that many of these creatures died of hunger.” 

In a subsequent memorial, quite as numerously and respectably assi 
in March, 1849, convoying a resolution unanimously adopted at ate 
meeting at Castletown, it is stated:— “ We are painfully aware of sever! 
lives having been already lost, and of very many cases of extreme dc-stk- 
tiou having remained to this day unrelieved, by reason of the distance: 
the larger portion of the barony from the Workhouse in Bantry.” 

As regards the period during which the Worldiousc Reservation Orb 
was iu operation, and to which the Guardians have more particular 
referred, the Commissioners regard it, from the nature of the ease, ti :

'Ji the inmates therein, and for the, education and industrial teaching of 
ie children, besides the maintenance of the building itself; all which 
ihams are not in the nature of the expenses of management, hut expenses 
inclined directly in the relief of the poor. 

.Vs regards the Medical Charities Act, it is clear that the expenses 
chargeable under that Act. would in no way be affected, unless by way of 
if the Commissioners were able and willing to carry out the 
amusement proposed. Again, as the number of inmates at Bantry 
ivonll he more than doubled by the transfer to that workhouse ot the 
inmates at Castletown, it can scarcely be expected that this could take 
effect without some increase of the establishment charges m that Union. 

Taking then, into consideration, the fact, that the Guardians of Castle- 
tom Union in retaining their Clerk, Believing Officers, Workhouse 
Pbraeian, Hospital Nurse, and Dispensary Medical Officers, would only 
avoid a part of the expenditure of which they complain ; considering, 
also, the expense of transmission of paupers to so great a distance, and 
that Castletown Union would be charged towards the establishment

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have had under consideration the proposal of the 
Guardians of Borrisokane. Union, that that luiou he, dissolved for the 
purpose of transferring to Nenagh and Parsonstown Unions respectively, 
tlm toirnlauds which were separated from those Unions for the purpose 
of forming a new Union and building a workhouse at Borrisokane. 

The Borrisokane Union was formed in the year 1850, in consequence 
of the urgent representations made as to the great inconvenience caused 
to Guardians and Officers attending at Nenagh from the northern portion 
of that Union, as originally formed, and also the hardship caused to the 
lnor, who were obliged to proceed a distance ol' eighteen or twenty miles 
to make their applications for relief at Nenagh. 

The Union formed in consequence of these representations embraces a 
portion of the former Parsonstown Union, as well as the northern part of 
the former Nenagh Union, and is a compact district, varying in diameter 
from twelve to fourteen miles, and comprising a population of 19,367 
persons, and an extent of 81,850 statute acres. 

That this Union has worked well upon the whole, and that its work- 
house, built by a loan from tlio Treasury, since remitted, has been^ot 
peat service to the sick and destitute poor of the district, is manifest 
from the fact, that within the last five years 2,649 admissions into it have 
taken place. In the year ended 29th September, 1856, the total number 
relieved wits 363, of whom 191 were, admitted during the year, and of 
tae latter number, sixteen were admitted suffering from fever or other

The consideration of the following letter having been adjourned from 
last Board day, viz.: a letter, No. 6737 /m,— 26th March, 1857, from the 
f ommissioners relative to the amalgamation of Unions, and the following 
reply was given relative thereto — 

Resolved— In reply to the question of the Commissioners, as to the dispo- 
sal of children under five years of age, whose parents are in the workhouse— 
The Board considers, that the present difficulty in educating children in 
separate houses, is the disparity of ages among a small number of children, 
^hich prevents a proper division of classes and the continuance of an infant 
vhool system, of the benefit of which the Guardians have had experience;

“ The proposal to turn part of the bouse for a certain period into”a lodsi - 
for paupers in employment,” originated from the Board findiiw that ai»- 
their inmates they have girls and hoys now old enough to earntheirailsi? 
enee during a greater part of the year ; but these being mostly the ehilih 
of tile “famine,” have no relatives able to take care of them, and beincco" 
polled to live in low lodging-houses, are frequently returned on the Guardin' 
hands completely demoralized. 

It is a well known fact that farmers and others prefer servants acquaint 
with field work, to the workhouse children, and the Guardians wish Sr 
sending out those young persons to work, and be able to give them a dor-! 
tory for a certain time, after which, if found useful, they will lie readi- 
hired in permanent places through the neighbourhood. 

At the same time the Guardians do not wish to dictate the changes nets- 
sary for efficiently working the Poor Law system, which they feel must pro- 
ceed from the Commissioners themselves : but merely suggest such altoti- 
tions in their own neighbouring establishments, as they think will smdtv 
to the reduction of establishment charges, without interfering with the® 
cient superintendence and comfort of the paupers committed to their care

• T .i " 0 , mmis * lonc !' s * or administering the. Laws for Relief of the Pee: 
m Ireland nave received the minutes of the Guardians of Oldcastl: 
Union of tlie 3rd instant, containing a resolution explaining, in replyt* 
eeitam inquiries made by the Commissioners, the previous proposal c: 
the Guardians tor an amalgamation of Oldcasfcle with other Union?. 

. * 1LS resolution the Guardian's stale that one of their objects, in lire** 
posing such an amalgamation, is to cilucnfc tlm children of several UuW 
m the workhouse of one of such Unions, in order to have cliildron enondi 
to carry oil an infant school, in addition to the oue for children of amt® 
advanced age; and they would therefore send all children, as soon 8 
they were able, to enter the infant school. 

On this point tlie Commissioners desire to observe, that there are £t 
present ui tlie workhouse at Old castle, 22 boys and 47 girls, between tip 
ages of 9 and 15, and 33 children of both sexes, between the uges of 5 
and J, making a total of 102 boys and girls, which appears a aiifHcfe 
number to furnish lull occupation for a schoolmaster and selioolniistrfcs?. 
besides twenty-nine children above two and under five years of age. 

In reference to this last class, whom the Guardians propose to remow 
with the other children to another workhouse, retaining, as the Commi;- 
sioners understand, their parents at Oldcasfcle, the Commissioners youtf 
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l,k!i prefer the establishment of an infant school at Oldonstle, inasmuch Oldeastle 
r> it would he undesirable, in their opinion, to separate children, under Union, 
i'aie of nurture, from their parents, by removal to another workhouse. 

Hie Commissioners see an objection likewise to the removal of the. 
kfiirahly sick inmates, and the aged and infirm of both sexes, to a distant 
wrkhonsc, where they would be cut off from all communication with 
tt.-ir relatives, or with their previous acquaintances. 

The Guardians do not state, in reference to this part of their proposal, 
rhat advantage they expect would result from its adoption. As, under 
si, 'li an arrangement, the Guardians would have to contribute to the 
i-talJishment charges of another workhouse, as well as to provide alto- 
Erthc-r for their own, the. Commissioners apprehend that no saving of 
cspemlitm'e would he likely to result. 

Hie remaining part of the proposal, which is to permit young persons, 
fir whom employment has been found out of the. workhouse, to" continue 
K occupy lodgings in the workhouse, is a proposition entirely new to the 
Comniasioneva, and which they think could not he carried out without 
great danger to the discipline of the establishment, and the moral welfare 
k the young persons themselves ; who, without acquiring any domestic 
protection in the place of that which is at present afforded them in the 
workhouse, would be free from all restraint on the part of the officers, 
dining the hours of employment ; and the classification between the sexes, 
so necessary in regard to these classes of inmates, would, during absence 
from the workhouse, he broken through. Moreover, the Commissioners 
think, that when young persons leave the workhouse, as so many have 
dune, and so many still do, for the purpose of maintaining themselves 
permanently by their own labour, it would be. in the highest degree incx- 
H’dient to continue their connexion with the workhouse, in any shape 
whatever. 

The Commissioners have thought it right to mention, without reserve, 
tile objections which they entertain on the ground of policy and expe- 
diency to the proposal of the Guardians. In addition to these, the present 
state of the law itself furnishes a conclusive objection to the adoption of 
that proposal; inasmuch as by the 9th section of the 10th Vic., cap. 31, 
it is enacted that “ no relief given under the authority of that Act shall 
hs given from the poor rates of any Union to any person not being 
whin the Union when so relieved.” 



The Commissioners have likewise entered into a full explanation of 
their views, in order that it may he distinctly understood that the Com- 
wioners are not disposed to recommend any alteration of the law, in 
wdei'to enable the Guardians to carry into effect the present proposal. 

lac Commissioners desire to observe, in conclusion, that, although the 
present number of inmates at Oldeastle is only ono-tliird of the accom- 
modation in the workhouse, it does not necessarily follow, in such cases, 
mat establishment charges should exist in a disproportionate degree ; as in 
raw Unions, similarly circumstanced, those charges are brought, by well 
wnadered arrangements, very nearly into proportion with the number of 
emintt-s, and certainly need not bear any direct ratio to the total accom- 
Modation, when a great part of it Is vacant. 

Ihe Commissioners recommend the attention of the Guardians of Old- 
castle Union to this subject, and suggest to them, that as the number of 
umates decrease in a material degree, they should reconsider, from time 
to time, the number of officers which may he necessary', as well as other 
outgoings in the nature of charges of management, 
lo every proposition of this nature, consistent with the efficiency of the 
oorbaw, the Commissioners will, "at all times, be ready to give, their 
at jention.

Inspector, bated 2nd March, 1857, 

In consequence of the observations contained in your letter to meoiL 
14th ultimo (Clnmuorris Union, No. 4,020), to tlie effect, that fochL 
come under your notice with regard, to the existing school district?. rf 
rendered you extremely unwilling to increase their number, and giver 
to a doubt whether the present district schools should any longer be. .. 
tinned, I made the fullest inquiries in my power, as to the woririiw eft 
Order in the Belinullet Union, in order that the facts, as far as thev. 
be ascertained, may be brought under your notice, and assist vi-u. 
arriving at a conclusion. 

I examined the Relieving Officers, the Master, and conversed with l- 
Chairman of the Board, upon the subject, and all concur in opinion L.

school. The relieving officers, however, both state that no inquiries!*- 
been made of them by parties applying for relief as to the probable iki 
nation of their children ; and they are unable to give me a single insta; 
of any parents wlio have abstained from applying for relief in constqK.- 
of the School Order, and the removal of their children to Ballina. I 
only evidence they can give of the dislike entertained by applicant' ; 
relief, to the system of separation from their children, is the atta,’.

I have examined several of the application hooks of tile relieving (fa 
and closely questioned them upon the entries. They positively assor-L- 
tbnt they take down every application made, to them; and I coiildi 
discover a single ease of a family having applied and then decimal 
accept the proffered relief. And, 1 nine, add, that file instances ofrefr- 
hy the Guardians were exceedingly rare, and were generally accoiK: 
for by reasons appearing on the fare of the hooks. 1 may also add, li- 
the relieving officers report that in the course of their journeys tlity ms 
frequent beggars, and often urge them to accept, relief in the workho-- . 
without success ; but (except in tlie three cases hereafter mentioned) tL- 
cannot connect the refusal with the. existence of the School Orckr-afc- 
but-ing it rather to the charms of a wandering life, and the facilities 1- 
obtaining food and lodging in the. cabins of the. pour. 

I next proceeded to investigate the. eases of those families who L- 
quitted the workhouse, owing (as is alleged) to the operation of the Ori'

1. Margaret Cane, widow, and her son Henry, aged eight years. 

They were admitted on the lOtli June, 18.55, and discharged tkffl-A 

on the 28tli June (the day on which tlie children were first sent to Bailir. 
They have, since been begging, and are. so still. It must be obsern- 
however, that tlie mother was a mendicant before she came in. and L 
been but eighteen days in the workhouse.; and it is very question; 1 
whether she- would ever have remained beyond harvest. 

2. Janies Crean and wife, and three children, aged fourteen, n»- 
seven years. 

Admitted on tlie 1.5th June, 185.5, and took their discharge on tie- 
June same year. 

The family is stated to have, been in a very destitute state for ak-- 
month after their discharge, since when they have been doing jircttjp 
the man having found work at Is. per day ancl his diet, and Being ak 
support his family. 
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3 . Harr Duulmr, widow, and four children, aged cloven, eight, three, 

^Admitted 951h February, 1856, and discharged 29th March following, 
when two of her children wore about being sent to Ballina. 

She and her family are said to have been begging ever since, and she 
has stated to the relieving officer that she is deterred from entering the 
workhouse bv the existence of the School Order. 

4. Edmund Gcraglity, aged nine, and Martin Geraghty, aged eight. 
Admitted in October" 1856, and discharged the following November. 

In the ease of these boys, it appears that their stepmother, a poor 

woman living in Bclmullet, applied for their discharge after they had 
teen a few weeks in Ballina, and is since supporting them — hut not by 
mendicancy. 

5 . Mary M'Nlunara, unmarried ; — two children, aged twelve ancl three 

' All unfortunate woman of the worst possible character, who was 
admitted with her children on the 10th November, 1856, and left the 
workhouse on the. 13th December following, when her eldest child, a girl, 
was ordered to Ballina. She was readmitted on the 20th December, 
and has since, been in hospital under treatment for venereal disease. Her 
girl was sent to Ballina on the 23rd, hut ran away on the 3rd January 
following, and is now in service, where she is supported and receives it) 1 
a-vear as wages. . , 

’These are the. only eases having any hearing on the operation ot the 
School Order, which; as far as I have been able to learn, have occurred m 
this Union during the. period of eighteen months that the system has been 
in operation. 1 forbear from expressing any opinion upon their relation 
to the question of district schools, as my object is simply to supply } on 
with such materials as I can collect, for forming a correct judgment upon 
the continuance or discontinuance of the system which, I understand, is 
non' under your consideration ; lmt I must state that it seems to me well 
worth consideration in regard to these eases, how long parties, ol the 
character and habits of those just enumerated, would have been likely to 
remain in the workhouse had there been no School Order in existence. 

One other circumstance arising out of the Order now claims attention— 
the escape of children belonging to Bclmullet Union front the Ballina 
schools. There have been six such eases since the schools were combined, 
and I subjoin them in detail : — . 

1. Mary Atkinson. Her parents in America. She is a grown-up girl, 
about fifteen; who absconded on tbc lltli August, 1855, and lias since 
been living with her aunt, who is in good circumstances. She occasionally 
receives remittances from her parents. 

2. Alary Anne Rutledge. Her mother is in America, and she ran away 
on the 21 st March, 1856, and has since been living with her grandmother. 
She is assisted by friends in the Union who are well ofi. 

3. Catherine Gunning. An orphan. Ran away on the 24th March, 
1856 ; her uncle, who is well off, had made application for her discharge, 
which had been ordered, when the account came that she had anticipated 
it. She is living with this uncle. 

4. Honoria Hare. This girl’s father, who is a tradesman, went to 
England to seek for work in May, 1856, whereupon his wife and lour 
children were admitted to Bclmullet. The two eldest were sent to Banina, 
from whence the girl absconded in September, 1856. It is not exactly 
known what then became of her ; but about a week ago her father, hat mg 
returned from England, took out his wife and two children from Belunulet 
Workhouse, and brought them to his former residence, where the daughter 
Ilonoria joined them, and is now living. The boy still continues at 
Ballina school. 
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5. Anthony Early, orphan. Went to Balliua, Juno, 1855, anil ,W»i 
on the 12th December, 1 Sail.

No. 2.— Extract from Report from Mr. Bourke, Poor Law

At my last visit to the Union I ohtaincd all the information in my 
power as to the operation of the District School Order ; and in obedient',, 
to the instructions conveyed in your letter of the 9th ult. Ho. 5 524 I 
subjoin all the details hi a similar form lo that which I adopted in the 
case of Belmullet.

The. circumstances 
of this child’s discharge cannot now ho ascertained. Nor can site be 
traced. But at the time in question she had friends residing not far from 
the workhouse. I. have directed the Relieving Officer to continue his 
inquiries. 

3. Children who left the workhouse with their parents There are seven 

eases comprised in this class. 

1. Mary Callaly and two children, aged thirteen and eleven years. 
Upon the introduction of the School Order, the Guardians permitted this 
woman to remain in the workhouse, and her children to leave it— a very 
unwise arrangement, as it appears to me. The hoy was readmitted in 
January, 1S5G, went to Sligo school, where he remained till the Septem- 
ber following, and is now in service with the. parish priest ; and the girl, 
after having been frequently in and out of the workhouse in bad health, 
now lives with a friend near the workhouse gate, her brother trying to 
support her out of his wages. 

■2. Patrick Brennan and daughter, aged ten. He quitted the workhouse 
when the schools were transferred, taking his child with him, and is now 
begging about, lie has once or twice entered the workhouse for a short 
time since this discharge, but always without his child. This man’s ante- 
cedents must he inquired into before his ctt.se can he correctly viewed. 
His first admission with his child seems to have been in April, 1854, when 
he remained four months, and left it in August. Ho returned again in 
October of the same year, but without, his child, and remaining five 
mouths, was discharged in March, 1855. Again he was readmitted, this 
time with his child, on the 10th duly, 1855, and was discharged shortly 
after the adoption of the School Order, 5th September, 18.55. In the 
intervals between his admissions to the workhouse, this man supported 
himself by hugging. 

3. Sarah Kerr, with two children, one. aged five, years, and the other a- 
year and n-half, took her discharge in September, 1855, rather than send 
her child to Sligo. She was readmitted m the December following, and 
the two children removed to Sligo, Six months after, in June, 185G, she 
left the workhouse with her children, and re-entered in the month of No- 
vember following, when the eldest child, then about seven years, was sent 
to Sligo, and the younger, now between three and four, was suffered to 
remain with her in Tobercurry, where he now is. 

■f. Rose Quinn, a widow, with two children, the eldest a girl of thir- 
teen, and the other a hoy of nine years. The widow took out her children 
rather than send them to Sligo. She is now hired as a servant to a man 
in the village of Tobercurry. The girl is also in service in the same place ; 
and the boy lives with an uncle tit Ooolhumy (some fifteen miles distant). 
This uncle is said to he a labouring man, and poor. 

5. Ellen O’Hara, a widow, with two hoys, aged fourteen and nine 
respectively. They all live near Temple House, supported by occasional 
fieldwork given to the mother. The children used to go to a neighbouring 
school, but it has been lately closed. 

6- Kitty Coleman, a widow, with one son, aged nine years. This 
woman went into service soon after taking her discharge, and was relieved 
in the workhouse for one month in the autumn of 1856, and again in 
January last. She was alone on both occasions, and told a pauper inmate 
that her hoy was in service as a herd with a paternal aunt, and that she 
contrived to support herself, with occasional assistance from her father. 
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7. Biddy Foley, a deserted woman, whose husband was in England 
when she was admitted, with three children, aged five, three, and onerear 
respectively. When the School Order was adopted, the Guardians suf- 
fered the eldest child to he taken out of the workhouse, and the mother, I 
with the two little ones, followed in a few weeks. This interval was I 
probably employed in communicating with her husband, for she and her ! 
children have since gone to join him in England, a subscription havimr | 
been made up for her by her friends. This case, anil Nu. 3 of the same f 
class, appear to have been a good deal influenced by the interpretation as I 
to very young children, placed upon your Order by the Guardians. 

Since the operation of the Order, but one new case, of admission and | 
transfer to Sligo has occurred in the Union. The child in that case was I 
an orphan. I 

With reference to the subject generally, one of the Relieving Officers \ 
states, that he is not aware of any cases of persons deterred from seeking * 
admission by dislike to sending their children to Sligo ; but thinks dial 
the woman OTlara (case No. 5), would be glad to return if her children 
could remain in the house with her. Her eldest boy, though fourteen 
years of age, is not strong, or well able to work, having broken his le« 
near the ankle. The woman has expressed herself determined never to 
separate from her children, saying she would rather “ beg the world over." 

The second Relieving Officer knows but of one case of a similar nature 
to this last — viz., that of Kitty C'rosbie (No. 1, class 2), but is aware of 
two new cases connected with the subject. One of a woman named Anne 
Walker, living, with one son aged ten or twelve years, in Toberenrry.ha 
husband being in America. She applied for relief in January, 1850, hut 
refused it upon the condition of her son being sent to Sligo school. She 
supports herself and him by working as charwoman in the village. Her 
son does not go to school. The second is a. ease of a woman named Kitty 
Dwyer, who, with an infant (illegitimate, I believe) left the woi'klimis* 
voluntarily to seek employment/ She applied for relief on the Iotli 
January last, her child being then three years old, and refused to accept 
it when told that her child must go to Sligo. She repealed her applica- 
tion on the 29tli of the same month, asking to be allowed to remain with 
her child in the workhouse for a few weeks. This was conceded; mid she ; 
voluntarily took her discharge upon the 18th February following. In | 
this case, as in two previous ones, the Guardians' misconception of the \ 
Order has worked unnecessary severity. 



No. 3 . — Report from Mr. R, Hamilton, Poor Law Inspector. 

Gentlemen, Strabane, March 7, 1857. 

In reference to your letter of the 28th ultimo, No. 4,923, / 5; , directing 
me to visit the Glenties Union, and report to you the state of the 
children in the workhouse, aud also in respect to the family mentioned in 
a communication from the Clerk of the Union, dated the 3rd instant, I 
have the honour to inform you that I visited the, Glenties Workhouse* 
yesterday, and I found in it nineteen children, three over nine years d 
age, three of about five years of age, and thirteen under five years old. 
Of the three children above nine, one (a girl), sutlers from sore eyes, and 
the Medical Officer objects to her removal to Donegal Workhouse. The 
other two, brother and sister, had recently been brought from Donegal, 
for the purpose of taking their discharge. The mother of these children 
said she would rather beg from house to house than be separated lhw 
lu r children. 

Another woman said to mo that, she intended to leave the workhoiw ! 
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••and to be"' the world” with her children (three), rather than be separated 
from them? Of the remaining sixteen children four were infants, and 
the rest about five years of age and under. 

The children in the workhouse receive no education of any kind. 

They occupy, during the day-time, the apartment next the girls’ school- 
room, "intended for a nursery, and one or two adult females take charge 
tif them. 

The children looked healthy, and were tolerably clean. 

I should be very sorry to see the children under five years of ago 
teparated from their mothers, and sent, to Donegal. 

With regard to the family, consisting of a mother and four children, I 
have received a letter from the Believing Officer, in which he says that 
for the last fortnight he has not heard of them, but tliat ho is well aware 
tla-v are still begging. 

the Relieving Officer informed me that he was certain the family were 
clill in the Union, and he has promised to make every inquiry about 
them, and to report to me the result.

In reply, I beg leave to state that as the. matron has to discharge the 
duties of infirmary nurse as well as matron, her time must be fully 
occupied, but 1 think the master might be able, to devote two or three 
hours daily to the literary hislruetion of the children, and he is well 
qualified to discharge this duty. 

I think the matron should take charge of the children imder five years 
of age., and should superintend the industrial training of the girls. The 
master to superintend the industrial training of the boys. 

If you think proper I shall visit the Union shortly, and arrange the 
detail's with the Board of Guardians, as there may be some difficulties to 
overcome, which I am not at present aware of.

Gentlemen. Strabane, May 2, 1857. 

Adverting to your letter of the 2nd ult., forwarding your letter of 
the 9th of March, directing me to furnish you with a report respecting 
the operation of the School District Order in the Unions in my district, 
in which it is in force, I have the honour to make the following report on 
the subject, with regard to the Unions of Gorlin and Omagh. 

The children in Gortin Workhouse were sent to Omagh Workhouse, 
under the Order, on the 25tli July, 1855. There were then eight children 
in the house, between the ages of five and fifteen years. Only live of 
these children went to Omagh. The other three children appear to have 
been discharged that week. The total number of children sent to Omagh, 
including the above five, is only fourteen; and there are but throe 
children from the Gortin Union now in Omagh Workhouse. Of the 
fourteen children sent to Omagh, I find that seven are now at service, one 
lets emigrated, three are with near relatives, anil three still in Omagh 
Workhouse. During the year previous to the children being sent to 
Omagh, the number of children between five and fifteen years, of age, 
(children under five were not sent to Omagh) appears to have varied from 
fix to twelve. 

lean only find two eases in which parents took their discharge from 
Gortin Workhouse, rather than be separated from their children, viz.: a 
woman, named M'Niuuop, with two children, aged thirteen and ten ; and 
a woman, named O'Hara, with one child. It appears that the woman, 
'Hfainee, is still in the Gortin Union. Since, she left the workhouse she 
has supported herself and children by her own industry. The children 
are now at service. 

The woman O’Hara, has not been in the Union since she left the 
workhouse. 

The Relieving Officer states that, with the. above exceptions, he does 
not recollect any instance of a, person objecting to come into the work- 
house on account of the children being sent, to Omagh.

Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 9th 
instant, in. which you request that I will report to you its to the operation 
d“ the District Schools Order in the Unions in my district, in which it is 
in force. 

Orders authorizing the formation of such schools have been issued in 
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two instances in this district; one combining the. Unions of Monaoim 
Castleblayney, anil Clones for that purpose, Monaghan being the central 
or receiving Union ; and the other combining the Unions ofllallvmniwv 
Ballveastle, ancl Ballymena. ' * 

The Order last alluded to has not been acted on by the Boards of 
Guardians of the Unions concerned, and it is only necessary, therefore 
that I should advert to the working of the system in the Monaghan school 
district. 

The order was issued in this instance on March 20th, 1855, and the 
children from five to fifteen years of age were removed from the Clone 
Workhouse to Monaghan on the 3rd of August, 1855, and the children of 
the same age sent in from the Castleblayney Workhouse on the 30th of 
September following. There were twenty-six children thus transferred 
from Clones, and forty-eight from Castleblayney ; since that time the 
discharge of children belonging to these two' contributing Unions have S 
been nearly equal to the admissions; and the following table shows the ! 
number of children from five to fifteen years of age at present on the roll 1 
of the school : — 1

Fo ' sonic little time after the schools ol the three 1 boons were utnalga- 
mated, the arrangements were disturbed by misconduct on the part of the ; 
boys, and considerable difficulty was experienced in main! aining order and 
discipline. The children manifested much objection to leaving their iron 
Unions, and some of the boys absconded soon after their arrival at 
Monaghan. 

Returns containing the particulars of all such eases, marked A, B, are 
attached to tbi.s report. 

These difficulties have, however, been overcome, ail the children are now 
orderly and well-conducted. They appear lo be. contented and happy, 
and none have absconded since the !4th of September last. 

Ihe teachers are efficient, and the school is conducted in a very satis- 
taetoiy manner. A portion of land is cult i rated entirely by the boys, and 
the children of both sexes receive a good industrial, as well as literary, 
education. 

Ihe amount originally fixed as the daily rate of payment for the main- 
(•mince and education of the Clones and Castleblavney children was found 
to be too low, and it was raised in March, 185(5, from 3 %d. a day for each 
c idd to id. Ihe last half year’s accounts show that id. a day is a lair 
charge ; and the proportion of the amount paid to the Guardians of 
Monaghan Union which exceeded the cost, of maintenance of the Clones 
and Castleblayney children, and which was credited to establishment, was 
a.mut two-thirds of the expense incurred in paying and supporting the 
staff of the school. 11 ° 

But while this result shows that the children of different Unions may 
receive a better education in a district school than could be provided for 
them at the same cost in their respective workhouses, and that as a measure 
ot economy the experiment lias been successful, there are objections to j 
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, te sv? tera, which have become apparent since it has been in operation, 
™cl to which it is necessary that 1 should allude. 

The inf'orniution given In me by the Ollicers ot the Clones and t astle- 
hhnev Unions, and embodied in the returns annexed to this licport, 
Wkeil C, D, shows that when the District School Order was acted on, 
narents who had children in the workhouse took their discharge to prevent 
lie removal of such children to Monaghan ; and in two or three eases, 
mothers induced persons outside to take charge of their children, while 
thev remained in the workhouse themselves. Many ot these persons (both 
Barents and children) returned, hut probably not until driven to do so by 
were distress, and the feeling manifested proves that they were ready to 
encounter suffering in preference to a separation so painful to them. 

If a district school could he formed ot the orphan and deserted children 
received in several Unions, the. measure would, I have no doubt, be 
attended with the best results ; but experience has caused a considerable 
alteration in my views as to the. advantages of the system as carried out 
'a- present ; and I have no hesitation in stating it to be my present opinion 
that the removal of all children from the workhouse of the Union to which 
thev belong, deters many destitute parents from seeking the relief which 
they know will be accompanied by total separation troin their offspring, 
ami induces them to resort to begging as a means of subsistence ; mendi- 
cancy is thus increased, and the workhouse is made a much more severe 
test of destitution than is either desirable or humane. 

The Order forming a. district school at Monaghan was acted on by the 
(jitardians of Clones and Cnstlebiayncy Unions, when they had more than 
once been urged to do so by your Inspectors, and before there lind been 
opportunities afforded of testing the working of the measure. 

The difficulties that interfered with the efficient management of this 
school have been overcome, and (as I have before mentioned) some of the. 
pa-sons who took their children out ot the Clones and Cnstlebiayncy 
Workhouse have since returned. Those circumstances, together with the 
fact, that a large majority of the children of the two last-named Unions 
are either orphans or deserted, whoso education would be much interfered 
with if removed from the Monaghan School, would lead me to question 
the propriety of making a, change now m this particular instance, and i 
should not be disposed at present to cancel the Monaghan School Distinct 
Order ; but I am so convinced that the advantages to be derived from 
the operation of such a system are fully counterbalanced by its evil 
effects, that I should regret to see it extended to other Unions. 

I would beg to submit for youv consideration, that it might be advis- 
able! to withdraw the power given to the Ballymoney, Ballymena, a 
Baliycastle Boards of Guardians to form a district school at Ballymoney.
